T *oe1d be fupeifioous in tnt at tbia 
time (faid Mr. Emott) t6 attempt to 
prore tbat tbe intereft 
of this couq* 
try is fceft promoted hy • (late of peace, 
and of free iutirtourie with Great* Britain. 
The mutual want« of the two nations .might 
be b rig h t to prove tbit» bat the general joy 
of the cotttHry fo aodibty eirpreffed at the 
time i^ %aa thought oor rtftridive fyflem aa 
to tbat nation was ahoot to be abandoned, it 
(\sikient fbf ttif |>ttrp»ret as it lbeva it well 
tbe general l i f t as the geceral feofe of the 
community on this fobjeft. 
If tben it is the 
intereft and the with ot the nation to be at 
peace with Great-Britaio, it ou£ht to be a 
primary point in the policy of our adoztniftra* 
tion to form a treaty with that conbtry on 
|u(l principle?. 
Matter» of etiquette and 
perfonal confiderstior.s ought to give way to 
tbi^greater objeA. 
I cannot therefore think 
that tbe intereft of the country waa promoted 
by a refufal in the coorfe of a few days« tn 
communicate with tbe man who carte (oiUnfi* 
bly at lead) to form i treaty with os. 


It has been remarked* however, that Mr* 
Jackfon had no power to treat* and that there­ 
fore any ‘farther communication with him 
cnold anfwer no defirable pnrpofe. 
I will not 
aflc your attention to all tbat piffsd between 
M r. Smith and Mr. Jackfon on thispoint, but 
will merely prefent to you the call «rhich M r. 
Smith made for the authority and the anfwer 
which Mr. Jackfon gave. 


Mr. Smith in his letter of tbe ift of No­ 
vember fjy i— 


“ For the firfl: time it is now difclofed 
that the fabjeAs* arranged with this govern­ 
ment by your predec^iTor are held not to be 
within the authority of a Minifler Plenipo* 
tentiary, end that, not having had a <> full 
'power diftinft from that authority hit trinf* 
afikioas on thofe fuhjeAs might of right be 
difaYolaed by bit government.M 
This dif- 
clofure, fo contrary to every antecedent fup* 
polition and juft inference, gives a newafpeft 
to this bufinefs. 
If the authority of yout 
predeceffbr did not embrace the t'ubjf&a in 
^ueftM|if fo as to bind his government, it 
necefTariiy follows, that the only credentials 
yet prefented by you being the f|*e with 
t|>ofe prefented by him« give you no «utberity 
to bind itf and lhat tbe exhibition of a * full 
power, for that purpofe, fuch as you doubtlefs 
are furniflied with, it become an iodifpenfable 
preliminary to further 
negociation ; or. to 
fpeak more ftriAly, wet required in the fitft 
inOance by the view of the matter now dif* 
clofed by you. 
Negociation without this 
preliminary, would not only be a departure 
from tbe principle of ¿quality* wbicb is tbe 
e(Ten«ial bsfis of it, but would moreover be a 
difregard ol the precautions, and of the felf- 
rel'pett enjoined on tbe attention of the 
Umtrd State?, by the circumftancea which 
have hitherto taken place. 


" I need fcarcely add, 
that in the full 
power alluded to, as a preliminary to negoci- 
ati*n, is not intended to be included either 
tbe whole extent or any part of your inftruc* 
t ions for tbe txcrcife of it. 
Tbefe. of courfe 
as you have juilly remarked remain fubjeft to 
our own difcreiion ” 


To this c»U Mr. Jickfon in his fetter of the 
4th of November anfwers-»1' Jt will not, I 
dar$ fay, have efcaped your rrieolleAion that 
I informed you at a very early period ot our 
communications« tbat in addition to the pfusl 
credential letter* hia Maje(ty,bid been gleaf. 
ed to inveft me with a full power under the 
great feal of his kingdom, for the expreff 
purpofe of concluding a treaty or convention, 
I well remember your testifying your fatisfac* 
t*on at the cireuraiUnce, and Ihsve only now 
to add, that I am ready, whenever it fuits 
your convenience to exchange my full power 
agamfl that with which you (hall be provided, 
for 1 be purpofe of negotiation.'* 


It it not oeccfTary for jm$, after the very 


ah^and fatisfa^a;y *xpfanauon which bai 
bfeo given by tcy friend from Conneilicut, 
(M r. D«na) of what is intended by *‘ afull 
p>iwer,M in diplomacy to &iew, the authority 
t creates. 
Suffice it to f«y, that if Mr. 
J <ckf n bad fuch authorization he might have 
concluded a treaty, and that he had 1 am fat* 
isfK J. 
He not only declared that in addition 
to his letter of credrnce be had a foil power 
under the great feal of England, but offered 
t i produce it. 
Would fuch offer have been 
m*d< if tiie thing had no exfiience« 
If the 
ex^cut.ve entertainrd a fofpicionof this kind, 
why did i.e not t«ke Mr. Jackfon at hts word, 
lotlcad of doii’g thii* the anfmtr of Mr. Smith 
«9 <1 difmiffal of ¿he negocution with the nr. 
gociitor. 


Bet if Mr. J*rkfon w«e impowered to 
treat, it i> i'ugpe'trd that lit was on terms 
derogatory to the honor audj inconijneift with 
the intereft of the cotimry, ; in.fniuih as hii 
iiiQrflifliaiss bonnd him to 
cn the * the 
tiir^conditions’* as the h<i|i of his nerocia. 
tion. 
One cf th^fe ennditibns you will re- 
coljrcl is thr abfo.'tJte telirsfjai/hment of the 
; colonial trade as well indiri»tt »s direft, and 
! xoofheris the 6U'ho' Z4ti.)n of the Briuib 
Navy to enforce ojr non i'4tcrcuurfe fyilca» 


Ifow on tbefe teri&a I ntvtr would con. ( 
dttdb »treaty with Great*Bntain. 
Nay I [ 
mn bardly forgive oUr fecretarjf for hit cf* 
Icial affurance to Mr. Erfkine» as I find it in 
tbe letter of tbat Gentleman to Mr. Smith of 
theftb of AugUft— *tThe third condition 
you certainly, very diftinAly informed me 
could aot .be recogniied by the PrefWent, but 
yott eddied, what had great weight in my 
nind, that you did not fee why any great im­ 
portance %otild be attached to fuch a recogni­ 
tion l beceuie it woilld be itnpofliblc tbit a 
ciliten of the United Statea could prefer a 
coinplaint to bit government on account of 
tbeMcapttire of his ve(T«l while engaged in a 
tirade febfftately interdifted by the tawt of 
bit 


‘Thit wat certainty prsntlng the VigUt by 
implication. 
But it it true that Mr. Jackfou 
Was bound toInfift on the three conditions. 
Let the correfpondence anfwer the queflion. 
1 know that Mr. Smith to the end infifted 
that he was ; but in my judgment* it it ano- 
tber of his miftakts. 


M r. Smith in his firft letter of the 9th of 
O^ober, ftatea among other things, that the 
President bad learned with furprifeand regret, 
that Mr, Jackfon had avowed i* that, at all 
events, it is nét the difpofiition or the inten- 
tion of the Britifli government to revoke their 
Orders io Council, as they refpeft the United 
States, but upon a formal ftipulation on the 
part of the United Statea to accede to the 
following terms and Conditions, vis. 


<( id That the aft of Congrcfs, commonly 
called the Non-Intercourfe law, be continu­ 
ed* agzinft France, fo long as fbe fball conti­ 
nue btr decree!. 


<* 1. That the navy of Great-Britiin be 
autborifed to a$d in enforcing the provifions 
of the faid aft ®f Cdngrefs. 


** 3. That tfce United State! fhaU eJtpli- 
citly renounctt during the prefent wir, the 
right of-csrrying on any trade whatever, 
direft or indi(«ft, with any colony of any 
enemy of 
GrtauBritain» from which they 
were excluded during 
peace/ 
and tbat 
thit renunciation muft extend, not only to 
the trade between the colony and the mother 
country,, but to the trade between the colony 
and the United Statea/* and requefta Mr. 
Jackfon to correft thit ftatment if he had 
bean mifapprehended. 


M r. Jackfon in hia anfwer of the 1 ith of 
O&ober* fays t 


** On the fubje^of hit Majefly’a Ordert 
in Gduncii, 1 have had the honor oftnform- 
ing you tbit hia Majefty having caufed to be 
made to tbe government of the United Statea 
certain propofala founded upon principles, 
fame of which were underftood to originate 
in American authoritiea and others to be 
tcquiefed in by them— and having afterwarda 
afecrtained/m a manner mentioned in a former 
part of this letter, that the fentiments of the 
American government were fc different from 
what they were et firft underftood to be* 1 
Wat not inftru&ed to renew to you thofe pro* 
pofala* oor to prefs upon your acceptance an 
arrangement which had been fo recently de­ 
clined»'efprciatly aa tbe arrangement itfelf is 
become tefs important, and the terms of it Iefs 
applicable to the 
ftatc of things now csift­ 
ing.” 


Jn this fentence, aa I read it, there it a 
fufficient negative to tbe flatetnent of our 
Secretary. 
The propofala with the three con­ 
ditions were made originally, Mr. Jackfon 
fays, becaufe they were fuppofed acceptable 
toour government, but at this w>-s difcover* 
ed to be founded in miftake, he Wat inftiufted 
not to renew them. 
Does tbit look like an 
adherence to the 41 three conditions'* as the 
bafts of a treaty ) 
But Mr. Jackfon is Rill 
more explicit, he was not only inftrufted not 
to renew thofe propofals, but he was even 
directed not to prefs upon thit government 
the acceptance of an arrangement which it 
hid declined. 
And yet, fir, in contradiction 
to this ftatement it it infilled that though 
' Mr. Jsckfon wm not inftrufted to renew the 
propofal or prefs its acceptance, yet he was 
bound not to form é treaty which did not em* 
brace the three conditions, 
la this a fair 
deduftien ? But in the latter part of the fame 
letter, as if feaiful that he might ftill be mif* 
apprehended, Mr, Jack fort goes on to fay : 
Such, Hr, are the grounds on which it 
hat appeared to hit Majeily to be unnecefltry 
to command me to propofe to the government 
of the United States any formal tgreement to 
be fuhilituted for that which bis Majefty bat 
been under the necefiity of difavowitig ; but 
1 am directed to receive and difcufs with you 
any propofal which you may be aoihorifcd to 
make to me on this head. 


'* As.no difpofjtion has hitherto been fbewn 
on your part to make any fuch propofal, it has 
been impoifible for me toftkteby anticipation 
(nor was 2 inOrufted fo to do) what might 
be the »nfwer that I fhould eventually think 
it my duty to return to you ; confecjnently 1 
Could not have made with that view the ftate* 
meot contained in the 4th feftion cf your let­ 
ter, and tbe three fubdivifnos of it. 
Such a 
ft^temrnt would bav<* been obvioufly incon- 
fiilrnt with the forftjrr part ol my overture, 
which you very corre£Uy record in thé 3d f< c- 
tion, via : that I w»$ nor inftruft^d to m^ks 
to you any propofii whatever upon this fub. 
jeft. 
I muft neceflaniy ref»rve until I bear 
iront you, what propof.U it may be deemed 
proper to make on bcbaH of thé United Sutesj

Wefre the Way prhperly opened for format 
prbpofítions from this government 
a kuoWil

fuch advancesi Wliet Bel1 regard bt bad to tbe 
conditions themfelvet, or to the difpofttiea 
they indicate, in return for the conciliatory 
temper which hat been evinced by the Unité# 
Statea.” 


It it not charitable to think the Seifotirjp 
could entertain a wiíh, that Mr* jackfea 
Ihould have authority to difcufa on the tarflif 
of a treaty without a power té conclude s a l 
that fuch a difcuJ&oa m«tt be aud* a mer* 
play of word* by the iatioduftion o( «■U e 
tbtés conditions." 
Atod'ÿot why tW^ rette^v 
e4 ftatement againft the obvteua moving of 
the terms of Mr< J«ckfon*t laft tsttté | but C 
will not farther confume your time by tfêec- 
tiona which muft fuggeft themfeitegto every 
mind. 


M i. Jackfon, in hit Ictteir of the *|d of 
O&ober, repaatt that b# waa not autborifed 
to renew propofala already declared unaccept­ 
able. 
41 Beyond thia point, (fays be) my (É« 
ftruftiona are profpeftiv* ¡ they look tofobUi« 
toting for notiona of good andcrÎlênéU^f er« 
roneoufly entertained, priAical ftipUlatiofltOft 
whttb a real reconciliation of aUdifftrttiiet 
nay be fubftsntialfy founded. 
And thejf au­ 
thor ife me not to renew propoftls which bavw 
already been declared here to be ttftacceptable» 
but to receive and dtlcufa any ptopofal mado 
on the part of the U .S« and eventually to con* 
elude a convention between the two coùntrin* 
It ia not of couife intended to Call Upon me to 
ftate aa a preliminary to négociation» what ia 
the whole extent oi thofe infUuftlons : they 
muft, as 1 bave before faid^ remain Jubjeft to 
my own difcretion) until I am enabled to apply 
them to the overtûrea which 1 may bave thw 
honor of receiving from you.” 


Here, again) we find Mr» Jackfufc ftpeatfag 
that he did not come to renew propofala which 
had been declared unacceptable. 
Bot it bao 
been remarked, that he fp*akt not ot making; 
other propofals, but ef receiving propofition* 
from our government* and that the tifoal 
courfa of negociation required him to take thw 
firfl flep, I will not flop to afcertain this point« 
but you will recolleft that by the difrvowat 
the arrangement was corfidered by tbe Britifli 
govemmvtu as at an tnd, and according to 
Mr. Jatkfon’s Slatcment he did not eome to 
form another arrangement adjufting our dif-( 
ferences partially ; but to conclude a convert 
tion,whtreby there might be a real reconeirfi* 
ation of all differences between the two 
countries. 
Now as the ** three conditions'* 
hsd been deemed ine*iro»iflb!e by the fyefídent» 
it doea not appear to me to hsve tk tn very 
exceptionable io Mr. Jsckfon to f?sy9 that ast 
wlfhiog to propofe to us what tnvght be derm*« 
ad improper, he dafires tbe yropoQtioot to 
come from ui originally.

Matters of etiquette and 
perfooa! confideratiors ought to give way to 
this greater objeA. 
I cannot therefore think 
that the inters (I of the country was promoted 
by a refufal in the courfe of a few days, to 
communicate with the man who came (wfteofi* 
bly at lead) to form a treaty with o«. 
It has been remark'd* however, that Mr* 
JackfoD had no power to treat* and that there­ 
fore any farther i-omraunication with him 
could anfwer no dr Citable purpofe. 
I will not 
alk your attention to all that patted between 
M r. Smith and M r. Jackfon on this point, bot 
will merely prefent to you the call which M r. 
Smith made for the authority and the unfwcr 
which M r.

E'(kme§ as I find it in 
the letter of that Gentleman to M r. Smith of 
theqth of Auguft— *?The third condition 
you certainly, very diftinAly informed me 
could not be recognised by the Preftdent, but 
you added, what had great weight in my 
mind, that you did net lee why any great im­ 
portance (hodtd be attached to fuch a recogni­ 
tion \ bec»u(e It would be impnffible that a 
citisen of the United States could prefer a 
complaint to bit government on account of 
tha capture of his veffel while engaged in a 
trade ibfolutdy interdifled by the laws of 
hts cwnnuy.” 
This was certainly granting the right by 
implication. 
But It it true that M r. J ackton 
wa# bound to infift on the three conditions.

'* On the lubjedl of hit M sjifly'a Orders 
iu Council, I have had the honor of Inform­ 
ing you th it his Majefty having caufed to be 
made to the government of the United States 
certain propofils founded upon principles, 
fame of which were under Hood to originate 
in American authorities aod others

afccrtained,ln a manner mentioned in a former 
part of this letter, that the fentim 'nti of tha

But M r. Jsckfon is dill

flatc of things in C!oniiiieni;^l £urope certainly 
made the friendihip and gQod>w»ll of thit 
country an objeâ of intereft andi fulicitudt 
with Eojjland, and I muO believe that under 
thefe circumftances the lotereü of thf people 
of this country required an attempt at lead to 
negociate.
